Naval Manwuvees Severely Criticized 

London, Aug. 25,—It ia estimaten that 
the accidents 10 various war-ships durin,z 
the recent naya!l manoeuvres have cost the 
Government £250,000, The evolutions 
were remarkably untortonute in this re~ 
spect, some most extracrdinary collisions 
and other mishaps occurring, cither as a 
result of inefficiency on the part of the 
men or faults im the construction of the 
yessels, and despite of the enormous cos'= 
liness of the manoeuvres, naval journals 
ridicule the vhole affair as a fiasco. No 
shots were exchanged, and, in fact, the 
Opposing sections of the fleet did not sight 
each other during the whole period of 
their supposed engagement. Critics sey- 
erely condemn the admiralty for allowing 
such slovenly work to be done by the flvet, 
and on every side are heard indignant 
complaints of corruption in tie bureau of 
naval construction. It is charged that 
the deterioriation noticeable in the ser- 
vice is only the natural and inovitable 
effect of ‘he system of jobbery whick pro- 
vails at headquarters. The only chance 
of removing the scandal is declared by 
many to separate entirely the constructive 
from the operative department, and to 
make acceptance of yessels constructed by 
priyate builders conditional upon their 
success in practical trials,

A Det!iverance on the fire Limits By- 
law.—The Sewerage Matter Farther 
Discussed.=— The Rate of Taxation 
Probably Reduced. 

The absentees last night were Coun- 
cillors Reilly, Pougias and Cushing. 
Mr. Aiex, Lucas petitioned for permis- 


sion to erect an office covered with iron at 
the front of his stubles. Hoe explained in 


_person that he had already erected the 


little building, supposing that he could 
do what others werd doing. He alo 
stated that his fire insurance risk would 
be reduced on his transferring the stove 


in the stable to this building. Afler 
discussion it was resolved that ‘‘ Mr. 


Lucae be permitted to finish the building 
in course of construction in front of Fron- 
tier stable before the passing of amend- 


ment to fire byaw.’’ An order passed 
directing the clerk to insert a notice one 


week inthe town papers notifying the 
public that in future no buildings wiil bo 
allowed, that are notin accordance with 
the fire limits by-law. 

THE FINANCIAL ESTIMATE. 


The Mayor addressed the Council on the 
subject cf the estimate of expenditure 
laid before the Council at Inst session and 
which had veen frecly criticized by the 
ratepayers. He said the financial com- 
mittee had gone carefully into the expen- 
diteres and ‘thought they were justified 
in making that report end in the rate 
they had struck. There were certain 
assets in regard to which there had been 
some doubt, and which might Mad to a 
revision of the estimate and to a reduction 
of the rate, if possible. Any Council 
could strike a rate and leave a legacy of 
debt to their successors. He would, how- 
ever, rather see a large expenditure with 
some thing to show for it than to have a 
smaller expenditure and nothing to 
show for it. If the apparent assets 
could be made ayailable they might be 


able to reduc? the rate to 17 milla. 
He explained tbat the ordinary ex- 
penditure of last year was $29,000 
and the same class of expendi- 
ture this year would be about the 
same. The extra item this year was 


$4,209 for the cemetery, which 1s a first- 
class asset and would be realized within 
ayear. The present cemetery grounds 
could be sold for more than one half that 
amonnt and the balance would be recei 
ved from an incorporated company to 
whom the new grounds would be turned 
over and who would scl! burial lots to pay 
on account of the purchase. ‘[here were 
also receipts last year which were not 
available this year. Last year the Coun- 
cil had $2,054 from the N. W. Land Co. 
an old claim; $1,854 from licenses, which 
cannot be bad this year, and $1,268 from 
police fines, most of which were received 
from characters who have been ordered 
out of the city, There might not be more 
than $200 from police fines this year. 
When all the circumstances were consider- 
ed he thought the expenditure and bal 
ance sheet of this year would compare 
favoraply with last year’s, 
SEWERAGE MATTERS. 


The Mayor brought up the sewerage 
matter, although he did not expect any- 
thing tobe done at this meeting. He 
said he had telegraphed Mr, Mobun ot 
Vancouver who hae rephed that he would 
come to Calgary for $500 and expences. 
or about $609 1n all, He read telegraphic 
correspondence with Mr, Kennedy as 
follows ;-- 

“Calgary, Avg. 21—Wire reasons, if 
any, why you did not place sewer pipes 
in lanes, Require immediately detailed 
drawings and specifications of manholes 
and ventilators. 

J, D, Larrerty"’ 

“Niagara Fails, Aug. 28.—Lanes_ re- 
quire longer private pipes under out- 
buildings and are otherwise objectionable 
and no provision for street surface drain- 
age. Will send details soon. Former 
meseage not received; just returned here.

His Worship explained that in any 
remarks he had made at previous meet- 
ings of the Council he had not intended 
to reflect and had not refivcted on the 
professional standing of Child and Wi!.- 
son as architects. What he had eaid was 
that he did not consider them experts in 
sanitary engineering, and bad urged that 
since all towns requiring sewerage had 
engaged the best expert talent available, 
this Council would be only doing its duty 
to the town in securing the same, How- 
ever high Child and Wilson's engineering 
ability was they were not experts in san 
itary engineering, and that was all he 
bad said. Many gentlemen high in the 
engincering profession would not say they 
bad knowledge of eanitary engineering. 
As for Child and Wilson, he bad a high 
opinion of their professional ability and 
would be glad to see them employed in 
carrying outthe sewerage works under 
expert adyice, In revard to Mr. Keanedy, 
he was anexpert. He was now putting 
im sewerage eystems for three towns in 
Ontario. all larger than Calgary. We 
cannot be reflected on if we act on his 
advice. He (the Mayor) would not take 
the seeponsibility of differing from Mr, 
Kennedy. He advised that Mr. 
Kennedy wonll be here shortly, certain-

Ford, The chairman 
laid before the meeting the report of a 
committee appointed at a previous meet- 
ing to take steps to organize a board ot | 
trade. Tho gentlemen present ratified 
the resolutions of that committee who 
decided that the board should be incor- 
porated under the Dominion Act and 
that the membership fee should be $10 
and the annual subscription $5. Mr, 
Nolan read sections of the act applicable, 
to the case. The gentlemen present 
(except Mr. Nolan) signed the roll, It 
was then resolyed that the chairman 
acting secretary and Mr, Lucas be a 
committee tocanvass furmembers. ‘The 
meeting then abjourned, 

Under the act as soon as thirty or 
more members join they are required 
to meet and appoint # secretary whose 
first duty is to certify that these 30 or 
more pereons are eligible under the act. 
The application will then be forwarded 
to Ottawa when a certificate of incorpor- 
ation will be returned. The members 
of the board will then proceed to deal 
with details, such as officers, membership 
fees, annua! charges, board of arbitra- 
tion, ete

races has been brought to pertection- 
The instantancovs photo only requires 
five minutes to be developed, and dis. 
‘putes in cases where the horses come in 
close are now impossible ; the negative 
settles all. Mr. John C. Hemment, who 
is photographer for the Woney Island 
Jockay Club, New York, relates his ex- 
perience as follows: — 

“My cxperiments in endeavoring to 
solve this problem ot photographing 
finishes began sixyears ago. Asan illus- 
tration of the ordeals through which 1! 
have passed, Ican show you a roomful 
of lenses, appliances of various kinds, and 
experimental machinery, with which I 
have worked over the problem, and which 
from time to time, I have had to cast 
ave. The chief difhculty lay im secur- 
ing lenses which would do the work de- 
mandcd of them. I cxperimented with 
every sort and combination. The out- 
come was that I hiton a combination of 
chromatic lenses which effected the pur- 
pose which I was after, the photograph- 
ing of the horses so as to show the differ- 
ence on the piate when there was only a 
difference of aw thousandth §part} of a 
second in time, Then came the necessity 
of 80 doing this work that a clear im- 
pression could be secured. It was an 
easy matter, comparatively, to photo- 
graph a horse at ambling speed, but 
when it came to catching him in the 
camera when going, as Salvator was in 
his match wich Tenny, ata speed which 
gave him a record of 2.05, at the very top 
of his speed, you can see how mach more 
is involved. And not only at the finish 
must the photographer catch his horse at 
the height of his speed but he must take 
him justas his nose reaches the line. 
This, you will readily see, involyes a great 
deal. Then there was the further point 
that the first horse might be so far ahead 
of the second and third that the second 
horse could not be taken at the first snap 
and a plan had to be devised to take two 
enap shots at remarkably short intervals. 

‘*T undertook my experiments on the 
suggestion of Mr. Bradford, and ixept at} 
them unremiltingly. Uis reason for 
taking up the matter was, so far as I can 
judge, the view that as people were some- 
times dubioua over the decisions o7 the 
judges—themselves, however, thoroughly 
honest and competent men—it was neces- 
sary to arrive at some means of eff scting 
an absolutely reiiable determination of the 
issue in close fimshes. It was necessary 
that there should be no room for mistakes 
by the eye, which is capable of perceiying 
only to about one fiftieth of a second. 
The photographs whica I have secured 
show results to a one-thousandth of a | 
second, There can be no mistake in the | 
photograph, There you have the finish 
photographed, showing precisely where ; 
the horses were in the relation to each 
other, unless, though, asin the case of, 
the Stockton and Her Highness fisih, 
the distance apart wa; onlyalip. 1 hope 
the cut will bring out that finish in good | 
shape, showing, as it does, that the photo 
graph was taken just as Stockton's nose 
touched the line, That finish, under the 
yision of tke eye, could not have been 
declared anything but a dead heat. 

“In my trying to secure the direct re- 
sult it became necessary forme to secure 
special apparatus and lenses. After satis- 
fying myself that I could photograph the | 
first horse or the first two when the finish 
was reasonably close, the question arose 
suppose the second horse were from ten 
to twenty lengths behind the first, as was 
the case with Tournament, for instance, 
in the Realization Stakes! The second

“When I entered on my work at 
Sheepshead Bay the Coney Island Juckey 
Club hada dark room erected for me, 
with all the necessary apparatus to 
develop my plates right after the race.

One must be absolute master 
of himselt, keep perfectly cool and work 
with rapidity and precision, The ne- 
cessity for this 1s still greater when the 
second horse is much behind the first, so 
thac a cecund shot is necessary.” 

The closest finish photographed, with 
all the possibility ot |‘ dend heat,” under 
the decision of the naked eye, was that 
in which Stockton, ridden by Taylor, 
on June 27, came in ahead of Her High- 
ness, ridden by iamiltun, by less than 
half a nose—in fact, by merelya lip— 
while Prather came in third.

town, and Mr. Alex. Roberison, farmer, of 
Pine Creek. The funeral will take place 
tomorrow, Sunday afternoon, to the new 
cemetery, across the Elbow, in which this 
will be the first interment.

THE NEW BAPTIST CHURCH. 


Opened for Divine Service Yesterday. 

Yesterday morning the new Baptist 
church was opened, Rev. Alexander Grant, 
of Winnipeg, preaching, Rev. Mr. Cross, 
the pastor, assisting in the service. Mr. 
Grant's theme was the beauty of God and 
he handled his subject in a masterful way. 
The attendance, owing to the storm, was 
not as large asin the eyening when Mr, 


Grant again preached, greatly to the edi- 
fication of an audience that filled the 


charch, Rev, Mr. Wise, of Medicine 
Hat, preached in the afternoon, the 
audience at this service being about the 
sameas inthe morning. The music at 
ali the sessions was yery satisfactory, 
The collection for the day amounted to 
$43. This evening Rey, Mr. Grant will 
lecture in the church on a popular subject, 
and addresses will be delivered by Revs. 
Yerdman, Leach and Wise. We hove 
there will be a general turn out of cits 
zens to hear Mr, Grant, who is not only 
a very able preacher but a very popular 
lecturer and platform speaker, 


We reproduce from Saturday's i+sue 
the description of the new church, sup- 
plying one or two omissions :— 

The new Baptist charch is situated 
on the corner of Angus avenue and 
Hamilton St., facing the avenue. It 
consists of a main building 30 x 40 
ft., with a tower at the south west 
corner, 8x8 ft, and 47 ft. high, and 
@ lean to of 8 ft. by 30 ft. at the rear: 
The height of the church proper is 13 ft. 
to the rafters and 18 ft. to the ceiling, 
The cost of the building—with two lote 
of land,—will be when finished about 
$2,000. ‘The general style is Gothic. 

The audience room is 30 x 40 ft. and 

will seat comfortably 225 persons. The 
floor is of fir and spruce, well seasoned. 
The seats are of British Columbia cedar, 
nicely polished, and pine. There is 4 
wainscotting of fir around the whole of 
the chamber, ‘The walls are tinted a 
light green, Door and window frames 
are stained in cherry, The windows 
(five on either side and three on the 
avenuc) are frosted throughout, except 
at the upper part where stained glass 
has been inserted, ventilation being 
secured by dropping the upper sash, 
The heating, for the present, will be by 
means of @ large stove placed at the 
southern end of the building. An ample 
excavation has been made at the N, i, 
corner for a furnace, which will ultimate- 
ly replace the stoves. The pulpit is 
placed in the northern end, witb a neat 
recess, beliind which and separated 
from the auditorium by a door, capable 
of being raised, is the baptistry, which 
is constructed in the form usual in 
Baptist churcues, When the ceremony 
of baptism is being performed by the 
pastor, the door is elevated, permitting 
the audience to have a full yiew of the 
parties. On ether side of the pulpit 
is a door leading to the robing rooms in 
use when the rite of baptism is being 
administered. An organ stands to the left 
of the pulpit, both the organ and pulpit 
platforms being covered with neat carpet. 
The charch will be illuminated by eight 
electric lights (pendant) in the auditorium 
and two in the robing rooms, ‘The 
exterior of the building has been painted 
awarm grey, which, aided by the scale 
work on the front, gives the edifice a 
very fine appearance externally, while 
the interior suggests nmeatness and com- 
fort and will at night, especially, be seen 
to great advantage 
In regard to the pulpit, we may 
explain that the one now in use is 
from the former church and is to bé 
replaced by anew pulpit which is to be 
a gift to the congregation. 
Of the $2,000 which the building costs, 
over $1,000 has beeu paid in and a part 
of the balance has been subscribed and 
arranged for. The small congregation, 
however, who have done so nobly, will 
he see a good collection at 
the Monday evening meeting, 
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Cricket; Match.

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A By.Law to Raise the Sum of $21,000.00, by Debentures, 
for Drainage in the Town of Calgary. 


WHEREAS it is expedient and desivae to raise by loan on the credit of the Corpora- 
tion of the Town of Calgary the sum of twenty-one thousand dollars to be devoted te 
establishing a sewerage system in the Towr of Calgary. 

And WHEREAS, it is Cesirable and expedient that the said loan with interest thereon, 
as hereinafter set forth, should be repaid within thirty years from the date of this by-law tak 
ing eflect, as hereinafer provided, that is to say:— 

In thirty yearly instalments of $700.00 each, bearing interest at the rate of six 
centum per anaum payable yearly, such irstalaents and interest being payable at the times 
and inthe manner set out in the schedule hereto attached and marked * A.” 

And WHEREAS the specific sum to be raised in each year during theeurrency of the said

And WILEREAS the value of the rateable property in the Town of Calgary, according 
to the last revised assessment roll, is the am of Be Mittion Eight Hundred and Twenty-One 
Thousand Two Hundred and Forty-Six Dollars, more or less; 

And WHEREAS the amount of the existing debt of the Town of Calgary is Thirty- 
Kight Tnovsand Four Hundred Doliais, no instalment of principal or terest of which has 
yet become due; 

And WILEREAS the annual special rate to be raised in cach year during the currency 
of the said debt, being sufficient according to the amount of the rateable property appearh 
by the last revised assessment roll to discha: the several instalments of principal wal 
interest accruing due on the said debt as the said instalments become respectively payable ac- 
cording to the terms of this by-law, is as set opposite each year in the schedule hereto. 

THEREFORE the Mayor and Couneil of the Corporation of the Town of Calgary, in 
Council assembled, enact as follows:— 

1. That the sum of Twenty-One Thousand Dollars be raised by way of loan on the credit 
of this Corporation, and that the said sum when so raised be applied to the purpose herein- 
before cited. 

2. That thirty debentures be issued forthe sum of Seven Hundred Dollars each, payable 
at the several times and bearing interest, payable yearly, at the rate set out in the Schedule 
hereto attached marked. ‘*A” and signed at the foot thereof by the Mayor and Clerk of this 
Corporation, which Schedule shall form part of this by-law. 

3. That the said Debentures shall be made payable in Canadian currency at the office of 
the Treasurer of this Corporation in the Town of Calgary, 

4. That the specific sum to be raised in each year during the currency of the said debt, 
being a sum sufficient to discharge the several instalments of principe! and’ interest accruing 
due on said debt as the said instalments and interest become respectively payable qgecording to 
the terms of this by-law, shall be the sum set opposite to cach year respectively in the said 
Schedule hereto, 

§. That the annual special rate to be raised in each year during the curvency of the said 
debt, beng sufficient according to the amount of rateable property appearing by the last re- 
vised assessment roll to discharge the several instalments of principal and interest aceruing 
due on the said debt as the said instalments become respectively payable according to the 
terms of this by-law, shall be the rate set opposite te each year respectively in the said 
schedule hereto, 

6, That the votes of the electors duly qualified to vote on this by-law be taken on the 
8th day of September, A. D. 1890, at the Town Hall and the office of G.C. Marsh, Esq, in the 
Town of Calgary, between the hours of nine o'clock in the forenoon and five o'clock in the 
afternoon, and that Walter W, Whitmee be the Deputy-Returning Officer to take such votes 
at the said office of G. C. Marsh aforesaid, and that Charles Watson be the Deputy- 
Returning Officer to take such votes at the said Town Hall, and that E. P. Davis, the Clerk 
of this Municipality, be the Returning Officer for such election. 

7. That the said Returning Officer do, on the 9th day of September, A. D. 1890, at the 
hour of half-past one o'clock in the afternoon, at the said Town Hall, sum ap the number of 
votes given for or against this by-law, and declare the result thereof. 

8 That this by-law take effect on the roth day of October, A, D. 18¢0.

On upproaching the Red Deer we fouad 
astream half as wide again asthe Bow 
though not renning so swiftly as the Jat- 
ter stream does at Calgary. Its waters 
too were not so clear and rather deep for 
fording ; so taking advantage of Banner- 
man's ferry we were soon safely across, 
and ascending the wooded banks on the 
other side, 

Nine or ten miles of poplar, swamps, 
and muskegs and we emerge once more 


with young potatoes already well grown, 
Such was the crop of the district. 

Near by on the banks of the Sturgeon 
was 2 seam of coal six feet in thickuess, 
where those farmers who wished pro- 
cured their fuel. Most however preferred 
to use the wood found on their own farms,

HOW TO ROW. 


How to Handle Yourself and Your Oars so 
as to Get Goud Results, 

In describing @ stroke which you should 
nse, says Walter B, Peet, in Marper’s Young 
People, I will not give the exact stroke of 
any college, but euch a one as will enable you 
toeasily catch the stroke of the college you 
may attend from the foundation you have 
acquired from my directions, While you 
are learning the principles of the stroke, which 
will take you a week or Jonger, the whole 
crew should not row together, though you 
should al! sit in the boat. You should row 
in pairs, such as “bow” and ‘two,’ who pulls 
an oarci the opposite side of the boat from 
the “bow” oar, For a month, at least, you 
should use stationary seats, 

Take hold of your oars with a hand's 
breadth Letween your binds. Commence 
your stroke by reacking forward toward the 
stern of the boat with both body and arms 


and putting the blade of the oar in the water, 
being careful to swing forward from the hips 
without bending the mid le of the back any 
more than posstvie 


Inthe swing forward, 


FIG. 1,—GOOD FULL REACH, 
or “swing down,” as itis calivd, great care 
should be taken that the last part of this 
movement should be very slowly and firmly 
made, The shoulders should be down and 
back, as is shown in Fig, 1, and not up and 
forward, as shown in Fig. 2, 

In dropping the oars into the water, the 
lower. part of the blades - should be turned 
slightly tc ward the bow of the boat, Th y 
should not be dropped in straight up and 
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FIG, 2.—-BAD FULL REACH 
down. Drop your blales into the water by 
raising yourhands when youare at full 
reach, You are at “full reach” when your 
arms are extended and your body bent for- 
ward, Be sure that the blede is entirely 
under water, but donot put it down too deep. 
Swing back past the perpendicular, at the 
same time bringing in the hands until they 
just touch the body. At this point the body 
should be held firmiy, asin Figure 3, without 
settling down, as is shown in Figure 4. The 
pull through the water should be strong and 
firmand not jerky. As the hands come in 


the elbows should not be spread out, 
neither should they be very closo to 
the side; they should be betweon the

hands in close to the body, immediately drop 
them to raise the blady from the water, and 
do not turn your bands to “feather” your oar 
until they are dropped, Start your hands 
and your body together as you swing toward 
the stern of the boat, which movement is 
called tho “recover,” but “shoot” your bands 
away from your body very quickly until your 
arms are straight, The blade should always 
clear the water on the recover by three or 
four inches, and should be kept at a uviform 
distance from the water, When you ‘feather” 
your oar, you should chiefly use your hand 
bearest tie rowlock, the oar turing a little 
in your other ban In your forward and 
backward swings be sure to keep your body 
directly over the keel of the boat, and do not 
lean either to one side or the other. 

After you have learned to row this stroke 
on stationary seats, use sliding seats, The 
points that | have given you above can be 
used when yon row on your sliding seats with - 
out change.
